Military Training Now Offered 


In Place Of Ph 


ysical Education 


By GUS LUZANIA 
For the first time in the history of Santa Ana jaysee, 
military training is being offered in the men’s educational 
program. Under the personal supervision of Captain War- 
ren Hillyard, United States Army, the training course can 
be taken in lieu of physical education and one unit of 
credit can be earned instead of the usual half unit. 


The purpose of the course is 
to give the men the basic training 
that all branches of the armed 
forces require of all new men.

Sacrifice For War 


An outcry of protest greeted the execu- 


\ tive board’s recent decision to abandon 


\ the spring Fiesta for the duration of the 
war. 

Campus reaction to the action brings 
to the forefront an important problem we 
will have to face during the present war. 

We speak of making sacrifices. We pic- 
ture “in our mind’s eye the magnificent 
sacrifices which war occasions. But there 
seems to be a pointed reluctance for us 
to apply the principle to ourselves. 


The Fiesta has been the traditional 
“big”? event of the year. For 14 years it 
has marked the climax of the year’s social 
activities. Cancellation of that event most 
certainly detracts from our social comfort. 


It is our duty to sacrifice that bit of 
comfort. The saving in fuel and rubber 
will be sizeable. Officials estimate that 
nearly 600 students travel an average of 
five miles each to attend the proceedings. 
That will be nearly 3000 miles saved. The 
saving in time, money, and worry will 
nearly match that in fuel and rubber. For 
value returned, that sacrifice is small. 


We Want Facts 


We want facts. We want them plainly, 
without design or ornament. We want 
them fully comprehensible. 

The American people are _ investing 
their freedom, security, their very lives, 
in a venture they believe to be just. They 
have a right to know how that investment 
is being handled. 

Already there has been evidence of 
distortion, obliteration, or retention of in- 
formation only to the citizens of the 
United States.

We ask for accurate infor- 
mation—so that an informed people will 
be equipped to fight the enemy’s most in- 
sidious weapon, false rumor.
